INADEQUATE’ 

Kingston’s child protection worse than Baby P council 


Kingston Council social workers 
have been told to go back over every 
child protection decision made in 
the past three months to make sure 
no children have been put in 
danger. 

The review follows a damning 
Ofsted inspection report made 
public on Tuesday, which classed 
the council’s safeguarding for chil¬ 
dren as inadequate. 

In one case a vulnerable young 
person regularly went missing de¬ 
spite information suggesting she 
had been putting herself at consid¬ 
erable risk, according to the report.

Another case was closed despite a 
young person suffering significant 
harm. In a third case, the council 
did not deal properly with a domes¬ 
tic violence murder. 

A two-week inspection found: “se¬ 
rious failings... [in] child protec¬ 
tion, particularly with regard to 
children and young people who had 
already been identified as suffer¬ 
ing, or at risk of suffering, signifi¬ 
cant harm and who were subject to 
child protection plans.” 


Kingston Council’s chief execu¬ 
tive Bruce McDonald said: “All we 
can say is this isn’t acceptable and 
that we have reacted as strongly 
and positively as we can.” 

Leader of the council Councillor 
Derek Osbourne said: “We have 
been found wanting [and], when we 
have had a national report for being 
outstanding before, it is a huge 
blow.” 

Kingston Council’s director of 
children’s services Duncan Clark 
has resigned, teachers and gover¬ 
nors were told in a letter on Friday. 

Richmond Council’s director of 


children’s services, Nick Whitfield, 
has taken over as joint director for 
Richmond and Kingston’s new 
“safer together” improvement plan. 

Conservatives called for resigna¬ 
tions. Councillor Andrea Craig, 
Kingston’s shadow lead member for 
children and young people, said: 
“We are now below Haringey and 
are the worst borough in London 
for safeguarding, which is horrific. 
This administration has clearly 
taken its eye off the ball and 
Kingston is not protecting its most 
vulnerable members of our com¬ 
munity, our children.”

Pests in maternity wards 



Cockroach: Pest activity has been found at Kingston Hospital

Evidence of cockroaches has 
been found in a maternity the¬ 
atre where women give birth, 
Kingston Hospital has said. 

Pest control officers were 
called out to deal with “evi¬ 
dence of cockroach activity” at 
Kingston’s maternity unit in 
August last year. 

Evidence of cockroach activi¬ 
ty was also found in the eye 
unit, staff nursery and ward 
cupboard in a routine visit, 
while ants and mites were also 
found. 

The details were revealed as 
part of a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request that revealed all 
pest control visits in August 
2011 and in January 2012. 

Pest control officers attended 
the hospital each week as part 
of routine preventative main¬ 
tenance. 

Included were four separate 
reports of evidence of rat ac¬ 
tivity outside the hospital but 
inside the grounds, while evi¬ 
dence of mouse activity was 
found in the gardens. 

The hospital confirmed no 
one had been attacked by 


vermin while at hospital or 
been treated for illnesses relat¬ 
ed to vermin infestation. 

A spokeswoman for Kingston 
Hospital said patients could be 
assured that the hospital treats 
the issue of pest and vermin 
control seriously. 

She said: “The hospital has a 
strict policy in place for the 
management and prevention 
of pests and vermin. 

“As part of this, a pest 


control company visits the 
hospital weekly to carry out 
routine, preventative work. 

“If vermin or pest activity is 
reported, traps are laid and 
waste management proce¬ 
dures are considered to ensure 
that they are effective in terms 
of pest and vermin prevention. 

“We have no reason to 
believe that patients are at risk 
from any pests or vermin.” 

Maureen Chatterley, hospitals 


lead for patient watchdog Rich¬ 
mond Link, said it would not 
be normal to find pests in a 
hospital. 

She said: “While we have not 
yet been able to confirm this 
report with Kingston Hospital, 
we expect the hospital would 
take all necessary steps to re¬ 
solve any such incident and to 
ensure that both the incident 
and their response to it are 
reported publically.”

Schoolchildren who turned 
their noses up at dog poo 
dumped around a woodland 
area have started a poster 
campaign to help clear the 
mess. 

Children from St Mary’s 
Primary School in Church 
Lane, Chessington, ven¬ 
tured out to the Castle Hill 
nature reserve where they 
saw piles of dog faeces along 
their school walking trip. 

Many of the year 2 pupils 
were disgusted when the 
muck got stuck on to their 
school shoes after stepping 
on it. 

Teacher Jo Brimmell said: 
“The children were pretty 
disgusted. They were all 
saying ‘argh yuck’. 

“How can we expect kids to 
walk to school when there is 
dog mess everywhere?” 

Once the class of 28 re¬ 
turned to school from 
their walk they decided to 
write persuasive letters to 


kick-start a clean-up mis¬ 
sion of the nature reserve 
and surrounding areas. 

Seven-year-old Katie Gill 
wrote and hand-delivered a 
letter to Chessington coun¬ 
cillor Rachel Reid. 

She said: “There was lots of 
dog poo and broken glass and 
I was upset about it. I wrote a 
letter to my councillor ask¬ 
ing her to get rid of it.” 

Coun Reid said: “It is real¬ 
ly nice that children care 
about these sorts of things. I 
got the mess cleaned up 
straight away and I sent her 
a letter back.” 

The colourful posters cre¬ 
ated by youngsters at the 
school aim to make dog 
owners think twice about 
not clearing up after pets. 

The posters will be dis¬ 
played around Churchfields 
in Chessington with more 
expected to be stuck up in 
nearby roads during the 
coming weeks.

Man found stabbed 


Spain for ‘knife threat’ 


A 27-year-old man was 
taken to hospital after 
being found with stab 
wounds inside an Old 
Malden pub. 

Police were called to an 
address in Sheephouse Way, 
Old Malden, on Thursday, 
July 5, at 9.30pm, to reports 
of a disturbance. 

When they arrived a resi¬ 
dent directed them to the 
Manor pub, in nearby 
Manor Drive North where 
they said the stab victim 
was. 

He was taken to hospital 
with non-life-threatening 
injuries. 


Police said it was not yet 
clear where the stabbing 
took place. 

A worker at the Manor, 
who did not want to be 
named, said the incident 
had nothing to do with the 
pub and they did not wish 
to comment any further. 

Police said no arrests had 
been made. 

Police are appealing to 
anyone who was in the area 
and witnessed the incident

Spain 

A Surbiton man wanted in 
connection with his mother’s 
murder was arrested in Spain 
for allegedly threatening a 
clerk at a hostel with a knife, 
the Kingston Guardian has 
learned. 

Sean Heiss, 28, was arrested 
by Basque Police at a hostel in 
the coastal city of San Sebas¬ 
tian at about lam on June 21, 
but released three hours later, 
police in Spain have said. 

Detectives want to speak to 
Mr Heiss about the murder of 
Margot Sheehy, found dead by 
work colleagues in her flat in 
Springfield Road in Kingston 
on June 12. 

Spanish police said he was 
due to appear before a court

in Spain in connection with 
the alleged offence on 
September 11 though his cur¬ 
rent whereabouts were not 
known. 

Scotland Yard had issued a 
statement on June 22 saying 
Mr Heiss, who lived in the 
Sheraton flats at the top of St 
Mark’s Hill, was in custody in 
Spain but in fact he had been 
released at least 24 hours 
earlier. 

The blue notice warrant was 
circulated by the Serious and 
Organised Crime Agency 


(Soca). 

A Soca spokesman said they 
refused to comment on ongo¬ 
ing investigations but said: 
“If we get information that 
we believe is relevant to an 
extraditing force it is always 
passed on as a matter of 
urgency. 

“Our role is to pass on that 
information and that is what 
we did in this instance.” 

The British Embassy was 
not informed that Mr Heiss 
was arrested in Spain despite 
a consulate agreement be¬ 
tween the two countries, a 
spokesman for the Foreign Of¬ 
fice has confirmed. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Met said: “The Metropolitan 


Police were told a 28-year-old 
man was in custody by the Se¬ 
rious Organised Crime Au¬ 
thority (Soca). For the reason 
he was released please refer to 
the Spanish authorities.” 

According to neighbours po¬ 
lice battered down the door of 
his top floor flat at the Shera¬ 
ton at the top of St Mark’s 
Hill, Surbiton, on Thursday, 
June 14. 

A neighbour, who asked not 
to be named, said forensics of¬ 
ficer also attended the scene. 

He said: “The detective 
asked me when they emptied 
the bins and I told him about 
10 minutes before you arrived. 
They were up there for 
hours.”

Liberal Democrats have 
laughed off allegations they 
ran a homophobic campaign 
to win the Grove ward town 
centre byelection. 

Candidate Adrian Amer, 
who is gay, lost by just 23 
votes to Liberal Democrat Re¬ 
bekah Moll after a recount. 

But only 25.7 per cent of the 
voters bothered to cast their 
votes. 

A Lib Dem leaflet used on 
the doorsteps said: “It’s al¬ 
ways a straight fight here in 
Grove ward.” 

The phrase echoed anti-gay 
smears attributed to Simon 
Hughes, deputy leader of the 
Liberal Democrat party, in a 
1983 parliamentary byelection 
where literature when he de¬ 
scribed himself as “the 
straight choice” against Peter 
Tatchell. 


Mr Amer declined to com¬ 
ment as he was dealing with 
the funeral of his partner of 
20 years on Saturday held at 
St Raphael’s Church. 

His agent Ben Mallett said: 
“He has been grieving and is 
finding it all a bit difficult. We 
do not know whether the 
leaflet was intended to be ho¬ 
mophobic or not. All I would 
say is, it was a silly thing to 
print knowing our candidate 


was gay and that his partner 
had died.” 

Ben Summerskill of gay 
rights group Stonewall tweet¬ 
ed after the results came in: 
“Shocking news coming in 
about things whispered on 
doorsteps in Kingston Coun¬ 
cil byelection”. 

Matthew Sephton, chair¬ 
man of LGBTory, the Conser¬ 
vative Party’s LGBT group, 
told the Conservative Home 


website: “Talk of a 'straight 
fight’ or a ‘straight choice’ in 
such a campaign is at best in¬ 
sensitive and at worst a poor 
veil for blatant prejudice.” 

But leader of Kingston’s 
Liberal Democrat Derek Os¬ 
bourne, said: “There will be a 
lot of people roaring with 
laughter about this. It is non¬ 
sense. I doubt any of us knew 
he was gay. 

“It is just an expression that 
we use in our leaflets and 
have been using for a long 
time - because it is a two 
horse race. Homophobic? 
Bizarre beyond belief.” 

Winning candidate Rebekah 
Moll said: “It is a shame that 
this has happened and that it 
was construed that way.” 

On the night Mr Amer, who 
came so close to breaking the 
Liberal Democrat’s strangle¬ 
hold on the ward, said: “I feel 
elated. Very encouraging. A 
positive result and I am proud 
of the result.”

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Ambulance workers fear 
attacks in ‘no-go areas’ 


An ambulance worker has 
spoken of the fear of attacks 
while on duty. 

The comments came as a 
Kingston Guardian investiga¬ 
tion revealed 62 staff working 
in Kingston had been attacked 
while working in the past two 
years. 

The figures showed 10 ad¬ 
dresses in Kingston identified 
as no-go areas for unsupported

ambulance crews, though the 
London Ambulance Service 
(LAS) said the details could 
not be revealed because of 
data protection rules. 

LAS was unable to confirm 
the exact location of the at¬ 
tacks, but said the figures 
were obtained from stations 


attending calls in Kingston 
borough. 

Male and female staff had 
been punched in the head and 
received injuries, including 
bruised arms and sore shoul¬ 
ders, a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request revealed. 

They are now given stab 
vests and radios with panic 
buttons to alert the control 
room if they feel threatened. 


The ambulance worker, who 
is based at a station in the 
borough but asked not to be 
named, said the risk of being 
assaulted was a daily occur¬ 
rence. He said: “It is not just 
on Friday and Saturday as 
you would expect when we 
have to deal with people who 
have been out drinking. 

“There are almost daily at¬ 
tacks on staff if you take into 
consideration all of London. 

“Sadly that is the nature of 
the job. We deal with drunks, 
but also people with psycho¬ 
logical problems, so we have 
to wear a stab vest.” 

LAS security management 
specialist Martin Nicholas 
said the safety of staff was 
paramount and there were a 
number of measures to pro¬ 
tect them. 

He said: “It is concerning 
that our staff are attacked 
while treating patients by peo¬ 
ple from the very community 
they serve. 

“We have a register of ad¬ 
dresses that highlights where 
previous experience suggests 
there may be a risk to our 
staff of physical abuse. 

“Ambulance staff will nor¬ 
mally attend these addresses 
with police officers.”

Simple steps to avoid 
losing rental income 


Landlords are being given 
fresh advice to make sure 
they don’t lose money 
because their properties are 
standing empty. 

The advice comes from the 
Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) which 
is urging landlords to take 
action and introduce 
measures to reduce ‘void 
periods’ (when their property 
is unoccupied. 

The latest research from the 
association reveals that 
average void period for a UK 
rental property now stands at 
three weeks, the longest 
period since the first three 
months of 2011. 

Ian Potter, operations 
manager at ARLA, said: “Void 
periods can cause uncertainty 
and affect overall rental 
yields. While they are a fact of 
life in the rented sector, there 
are simple steps that 
landlords can take to help

reduce the chance of a 
property being untenanted 
for extended periods. 

“These periods without 
occupancy can also give a 
landlord a useful window to 
carry out routine 
maintenance and any 
additional work designed to 
make a property more 
attractive for incoming 
tenants.” 

ARLA recommends some 
key points to consider: 

Set realistic rents 

While rental properties are 
in high demand in many parts 
of the UK, this should not be 
taken as a guarantee of back- 
to-back tenancies. As well as 
asking the advice of a letting 
agent, it is also worth doing 
your own research to find out 
if the level of rent you are 
charging is suitable for the 


area. Remember that the 
overall cost of an extended 
void period can outweigh the 
perceived loss associated with 
setting a sensible rent, which 
may also make the property 
quicker to let. 

Foster good tenant- 
landlord relations 

A tenant’s right to reside, 
undisturbed, within a 
property during their tenancy 
period is enshrined in law. 
This means that, except in an 
emergency, a landlord must 
give tenants 24 hours notice 
before requesting entry to the 
property for viewings or 
maintenance work.By 

upholding basic obligations, 
landlords have a greater 
chance of establishing a good 
relationship with tenants, and 
they may be more likely to 
stay in the property longer. 

Make the property 
desirable 

Ensuring the property is in 


good order could help make it 
more desirable, meaning it 
will be easier to let and may 
even mean tenants want to 
stay longer. 

While tenants have a duty to 
look after internal fixtures, 
landlords are generally 

responsible for the repairs, 
unless the damage is caused 
by the tenant, as well as the 
structure of the building, the 
exterior and the roof. 

In addition to this, a 
landlord must ensure heating 
and hot water installations, 
sinks, baths and other 
sanitary fixtures are 

maintained to a reasonable 

standard. 

But further decorating and 
furnishing the property 
appropriately, and to a good 
standard, may help it stand 
out to potential tenants. 

See a void as an 

opportunity 

While it is important for 



landlords to keep up-to-date improvement works to be 
with necessary repairs, a void carried out, with minimum 
period could provide a good disruption to tenants, 
time for non-essential, This could, in turn, make 
intrusive maintenance and the property more attractive.
